Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The present invention is directed to a method of signal processing for a 
spread spectrum digital radio communication receiver . Each independent claim 
identifies the uniquely distinct features " evaluation of a parameter of reliability of the 
calculated estimate " and '' wtien the reliability parameter evaluated does not satisfy a 
confidence criterion, calculation of a refined estimate of the symbol by taking into 
account at least one additional propagation path from the sending means in the 
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processing applied to the radio signal received '. The closest prior art of record, Cox et 
al. discloses an adaptive wireless communication receiver and Guillouard et al. US 
Patent Application Publication No. 2005/0063496 Al discloses a method of selecting a 
receiving path and receiving device comprising several receiving paths, either singularly 
or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
